THE RATE OF DUTY. 

With regard to the rate of duty,. where pre- 
wer wealth did not exched £25,000 the rate of 
duty would be 40 per cont: where the amount 
of post-war wealth amounted to £25,000 or 
under; 50 per cent. between £25,000 and 
£50,000; 62 per . “between £50,000 and 
£100,000; 74 per cent. between £100,000 and 
£500,000, and 80 per eent. above the latter 
amount. Pre-war wealth between £25,000 and 
£50,000 would: be charged 68 per cent. where’ 
post-war wealth was between £50,000 and 
£100,000; 78 per cent. between £100,000 and 
£500,000, and 80 per cent. where £500,000 and 
over. Pre-war wealth -of £50,000 to £100,000 
would pay 74 per cent.. where the post-war 
amount is £50,000 to £100,000, and 80 per cent. 
where above that sum. In cases where pre- 
war wealth exceetied £100,000 the rate of duty 
would be 80 per cent. In cach case the rate 
would be char on the balance after the 
abatement had been deductéd. The number of 
taxpayers likely to be found liable to duty 
would probably not exceed 75,000, although the 
number of returns would be considerably larger. 
Certain forms of wealth, the value of which, 
expressed .in terms of money, has increased 
during the war; have not increased in value to 
ah extent corresponding to the abatements sug- 
gested under the scale. This is particularly the 
case as regards lend and buildings and, gene- 
taliv speaking, farming stock. The man whose 
wealth is wholly, or mainly, invested in land, 
buildings, or farming stock would, save in rare 
instances, be removed from the scope of the 


tax. 
THE ESTIMATED YIELD. 

It is estimated by the Board of Inland 
Revenue that a tax imposed under the above 
stale would yield £500,000,000. This amount 
the Committee regard as the minimum yicld 
which would justify the imposition of a tax of 
thie character. Any imerease in the value of 
houses in the occupation, or furniture in the

price; and that the large general abatements 
granted under Scale C (2) render it unnecessary 
to grant specia! allowances to taxpayers who are 
married and have dependent children.

CHARGE AGAINST A NEWSPAPER 
MANAGEH. 


Harold Perey Burgess, manager of the 
Workers Dreadnought, of which “Miss Svivia 
Pankhurst is editor, appeared at Bow sireet 
London, on Saturday afternoon before Sir 
Chartres Biron. Burgess, who is 35 years of 
age, ami was described as a newspaper 
manager, of Milton avenue, Stonebridge, 
Willesden, was charged (1) with having on May 
14th done an act calculated to cause disaffec- 
tion amongst certain of His Majesty’s Forces— 
to wit, the Irish Guards—hy supplying, or at- 
tempting to cause to be circulated amongst 
them, printed papers, including a pamphiet en- 
titled “Soviets for the British” ; (2) with attempt- 
ing betwen April 3rd and May 10th, 1920, to 
cause disaffection by providing Irish Guardsmen 
Brady, Redmond, and Williams ‘with pamphlets 
for distribution among the Irish Guards: (3) and 
with between the same dates providing and 
attempting to cireulate amongst the Irish 
Guards pamphlets entitled “Soviets for the 
British.” and other printed papers likely to 
cause disaffection. á 

Sir Arehibald Bodkin, who prosecuted. said 
that. the Guardsmen mentioned in the charce 
were in a publichoyse in the Strand on the 
Saturday before Easter. There they got into 
conversation with Burgess. He invited them 
to come to his bonse, although he was an 
absolute stranger to them. Next day Williams 
and Redmond weni to his hotse, and he enter- 
tained them to supper. There was a talk of 
matters connected with cenitalism and socialism. 
Burgess gave them an invitation to come again 
on the Monday, when he entertained them to 
dimmer, and talked again on the two subjects, 
It was said that there was going to be an up- 
rising of the workers of the world, abolition of 
the Kings and princes, and that it would he e 
good thmg if soWliers as well as workers took 
part. . Revolirtion, it was said, was going 
to come sooner than some people expected. 
He gave them some papers and pamphlets to 
distribute amongst their friends in the army. 
Several parcels of the “ Workers’ Dreadnought '' 
i were afterwards sent, to Redmond.

POLICE SERGEANT SHOT. 

A emall force of detectives, who act anied | 
the uniformed police in the bayonet. obarge, 
followed a section of the rioters to the quay. 
The rioters took refuge behind some wagons, 
and received the detectives with a volley af 
shots. The polite returned the fire, and in the 
course of this encounter Detective Sergeant 
Denis Moroney was shot through the lung. He 
walked a few yards, and when ‘comrades 
rushed to his assistance, he said—* Boys, I'm 
done.” He was removed to a neighbouring hotel, 
and a priest and doctor were summoned. The 
former was jn time to administer the last rites 
of the Roman Catholic Church, but the doctor 
on arrival found life extinct, the sergeant hav- 
ing died within half an hour after receiving the. 
fatal bullet wound. 

CIVILIAN BADLY WOUNDED. 

few yards from where the sergeant was 
ahét a railway official found James McCafferty, 
18 years, a civilian, lying on the harbour tram- 
way lines with a Pullet wound in the Jeft chest. 
He was removed to the infirmary where it was 
found that a bullet had struck him three inches | 
from the heart. His condition is precarious. | 
An ex-soldier named John McCallion was treated 
for a slight bayonet wound im the hand. All 
the plate glass windows in shops near the scene 
rioting are smashed, and the place 
is littered with stones, . bottles, ahd other 
missiles, 

During this rioting Unionist ex-oldiers with 
blackened faces drew a cordon across Carlisle 
Bridge, and all approaching pedestrians were 
challenged to disclose their religious beliefs, and 
if they gave unsatisfactory answers they were 
driven back with showers of stones. “‘ No 
rebels this way,” these masked men frequently 
shouted, while others with them sang ‘‘ Dolly’s 
Brae.” Rioting also developed in Carlisle road, 
and the audience emerging from the Empire 
Theatre were driven back with a fusillade of 
stones. The theatre doors were closed and bar- 
ricaded. Several subsequent ‘attempts by the 
occupanta to get away were FRA held up, 
and it was late before they su id in get- 
ting eafely to their homes.

MILITARY CALLED OUT, 

At midnight the military were called out, 
and. when they came across the bridge 
tlie masked party there withdrew. The military 
drew cordons round the danger zone, and sub- 
sequently all pedestrians were searched for fire- 
arms, but none were found. The military and 
police were withdrawn from the streets: before 
two o'clock.

RIOTING RENEWED LAST 


NIGHT. 


YOUNG MAN SHOT DEAD. 

Telegraphing early this morning, our Derry 
Correspondent says :— 

Rioting was renewed in Londonderry on a 
gerious scale last night. When rapid firing be- | 
tween the opposing factions commenced ihe 
police patrols withdrew. 

From 10.30 till after midnight the reports of 
frequent firing reverbérated through the. city. 

Unionist. ex-soldiers, again wearing masks, 
took possession’ of Carlisle road, driving 
pedestrians off the streets. Ten shots were fired 
at &4 passing motor. 

A young ex-<oldier named Bernard Doherty 
was struck with a bullet, and died within half- 
an-hour. Hugh Martin (22) was wounded in the 
ankle. 

Other casualties are feared.

MURDER IN LIMERICH. 


WELL-KNOWN SINN FEINER 
KILLED. 


SHOT IN THE STREET BY 
ARMED GANG. 

Our Limerick Correspondent telegraphing last 
night says :—Six.or eight weeks ago Mr. James 
Dalton, engineer's clerk at the Limerick Gas 
Works, was fired at from.Chariotte quay while 
going from work to dinner at his home in Clare 


street. He received a fracture of the finger. | 


On Saturday afternoon in proximity to the scene 
of that outrage he was waylaid by a party of 
nine men in Clare street and his body riddled 
with bullets. 

It was then daylight and there were many 


people about at. the time, but his assailants 
escaped. 

Dalton was well known in Limerick for a nunt- 
ber of years. He was originally a compositor, 
and was a’ out 48 years of age. He leaves a 
widow and a family of thirteen children. 

In the early days of the Sinn Fein movement 
he was closely identified with that party, and 
during the last Parliamentary elections, when 
Sinn Fein candidates were eo largely returned 
for Irish seats, Mr. Dalton visited various con- 
stituencies in their interesi. Latterly, however, 
he took little interest in public events. 

He returned to his home early on Saturday, 
and in the afternoon, shortly before six o'clock, 
visited, with his father-in-law, the grocery 
and spirit! establishment of Mr. Humphreys at 
the entrance to Clare street. He stayed only 
for a few minutes, He had only just parted 
with his fathét-itt-law when the murdérers. who

Returning fram the starting point after the 
race, the Prinee tode freely about the course, 
clearing bush hurdles, Later on he rode over 
the whole course, but when he put his horse at 
Cutts,.a formidable bush fence, his hearse re- 
fused. The Prince tried a second and third 
time. but his mount still refused, ‘and on the 
third occasion the Prince, who was tired after 
shaking hands with four thousand people at 
yesterday's ceremony, was unseated and thrown. 
Good sportsman as he is, however, the Prince 
was quickly back in the saddle, and rode home 
none the worse for+his fall. His Royal Highness 
was afterwards photographed with the owner of 
the winner of the big race, and received a 
tremendous ovation on leaving the course. 


THE LATE CROWN PRINCESS OF

A Stockholm telegram, dated Saturday, 
eavs:—The King, Queen, and Crown Prince of 
Sweden publish their warmest thanks for the 
innumerable tokens of grief and sympathy 
given by pereots belonging to all clesses of 
society in the irreparable loss to them and the 
whole of Sweden through@the death of 
Princess Margaret. 

A Memorial Service for the late Crown Princess 
Margaret was held in the English Church at 
Stockholm on Friday in the presence of the King 
and Queen of Sweden, the Crown Prince, with 
his children and his entire household and other 
members of the Royal Family, Prince Arthur of 
Connaught, the Earl of Onslow, representing 
King George; the British Minister in Stockholm, 
the members of the Legation, and the British 
Consul-General. The service was most impres- 
sive, and of an affecting personal’ character, 
many of those present being the late Crown 
Princess's nearest friends.

“Pygmalion” had been running for a long 
time, so it was mo wonder if the theatre was 
not. full. The audience, however, followed the 
play intently from beginning to end, MH 
ing vigorously, and heartily ‘appreciatitg the 
wit, though almost invariably in quite different 
paris from those which strike a British audience 
so forcibly. 

The second play of fhe week was “Mrs, 
Warren's Profession.” This is the first time 
that 1 have seen this work, as it was probihited 
on the British stage up till the outbreak.of war, 
end no one had the heroism to attempt it on 
the Ruhle stage. This is a play appealing 
intensely to 4 German public—first, because iis 
subject matter is not tabooed on the Continent, 
but is one of frequent discussion, both tn public 
and in private; secondly, because the social 
problem is of greater prominence here. Mrs. 
Warren's business was essentially Continenia!. 
As in “ Pygmalion,” much of Mr. Shaw's meat 
merciless flaying of Hnglish hypocrisy is lest 
upon a German audience. The part of the 
parson was played to perfection, but left the 
spectators wonderipg why he is given such pro- 
minenee. The pérsopality of Miss Warren, 
though needlessly romantic, is a familiar type 
in the German university, and the mock heroism 
of her lover is somewhat enigmatical. Consge- 
quently much of the brilliance of Mr. Shaw’s 
wit is lost, but the intentness with which the 
battle is fought out ‘between mother and 
daughter is followed with a thrilled. alworption 
tbat makes ove feel that Mr. Shew’s work, Has an 
appeal far beyond the surface glitter of his 
word-play.

On Monday last a satisfactory 
agreement was arrived at between representa- 
tives of the Catholic Headmasters’ Assoctation

The terms of this settlement | 
were @t once submitted to the Superior-General | 
of the Christian Brothers, with the request that | 
should accept them for the schools and | 
colleges under his control, In reply to this 
communication, the Superior-General stated that 
he hed no mandatary powers over the individual | 
diveetors of hie schools.

These’ rumours are utterly untrue as 
regards the secondary departments of thair 
schools. For these departments they receive 
exactly the same subsidies as are given fé all 
other Intermediate schoels in Ireland. In this 
connection it may be stated also that it is only 
their lay secondary teachers who’ are involved 
in thie present strike. It has been suggested 
furtherrfore nat the teachers are not on strike 
against their employers. This is absolutely 
false. The men involved are on strike for a 
living wage, which, it will be readily admitted, 
it is the bounden duty of their employers to 
concede. 

Most efficient and capable teachers are heing 
forced to emigrate to other countries where 
they are offered at least a living wage.

CLARE FARMERS AND THE 
GOVERNMENT INDEMNITY. 
Ata meeting of the County Executive of the 
Clare Farmers’ Association on Wednesday, Col. 
O'Callaghan-Westropp, J.P., referred to the re- 
cent burnings of ‘barracks throughout Clare and 
Ireland, and said that if all the compensation 
claimed had to be paid it would inflict 2 crush- 
ing burden on the ratepayers of the county. He, 
therefore, proposed the following resolution :-— 
“That we, the County Clare Executive of the 
Irish Farmers’ Union, having considered in ac- 
no political com- 
plexion whatsoever, the enormous burden which 
will be thrown on the ratepayers in connection 
with injuries to police barracks, desire to record 
our considered opinion that certain police bar- 
racks were evacuated by order of the authori- 
ties, presumably for military reasons, and many 
of these barracks have since their evacuation 
been destroyed, also presumably for military 
reasons. We hold that the ratepayers of the 
county should not be made financially respon- 
sible for what are really acts of war, and we 
consider that why compensation awarded for 
such acts ought to be paid out of moneys pro- 
vided by Parliament. We consider that we 
have a sound preeedent for this view in the 
granis made by the Government for the repair 
of injuries to the City of Dublin in 1916. Our 
delegates are hercby requested to bring this re- 
solution before the Farmers’ Union Congress in 
Galway.”

WOMEN AND VESTRIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The Bishop of Ossory and’ Judge 
Wakely are promoting a bill in the Synod to 
allow women to be elected to certain offices in 
the Church, such ag vestries and boards of 
nomination to parishes. It will be remembered 
that « similar motion was put forward last year, 
but without success. is year there ate indica- 
tions that the Synod may be more favourably 
disposed. Now, though Í entirely appfove of 
the general principle, there is ome consideration, 
which was touched on last year, thet I think 
needs. emphasis, That is the probable effect ! 
which the admission of women to vestries may 
have on.the attendance of men. Experience 
leads me to think that in some places the seal 
and capseity of the Women may encourage the 
natural indolence of some men to excuse them 
from regular etteydance, which would be 
disastrous for all. 

I would suggest that this should be guarded 
against, and would pro that, where women 
are admitted as EE sé. mh election to offices 
in the Chureh, not more than one-third of the 
places in the body to be elected to should be | 
teneble by women; nor should women form 


more than one-third of the quorum required for 


the transaction of business at any meeting.
